Theri) In one more tliliiK we liiUHt work 
for, and that Ih to have the MiniicHota 
School for the Deaf taken from tin? Hoard 
of (%iiitrol and nlveii the name from of niaii- 
iiuemeiit an the Statu tliilverHity and tlie 
Niirmai idioolM now enjoy. TIiIh we miint 
aecoiiipllNh, and we will Hiicceed, thoiiKh it 
may take .hoiiib yearH. 

With the exiM'ptlon of the iiiatterN Jimt 
enumerated, our AHHoclatitin Ioih nothiiiK of 
local Importance now "on the boardH." 
There are, however, iiiatturM that pertain 
to the National AHHociatioii of the Deaf that 
liiust In time receive the attention of the 
variouH Htate AnHociations and it. Ih a-i well 
that WH it\\a them nome attention at thin 
time. 

Klrwt, there Ih the proponed Ke<leratioii of 
the State AHHoclatloiiH Into a National 
()rKnni!''Htloii. 'I'o many the K<><>d old 
National AHHOclation ol the Deaf doen not 
neeii Hiittlcient, and it in propoHed to practi- 
cally remoflel It. I iinderHland that a com- 
mittee of Hfteeii will \w appointed by the 
I'reMlileiit of the National AHKO<datloii to 
draft a coUHMtiition and by-lawn for tlilN 
federation, and that thiH new order of 
alTairH will be coiiHidered at the next con- 
vention to be held, preHUiiialilv at (Colorado 
.SprinKH, t^olorado, In HHO. We mUHt, of 
coirHC, wait upon the report of thiH com- 
mittee, but it iiiay aid tblH (?iiiiiiiill.t'ee If we 
expreHH Home iileiiH that may occur to iih. 
I beli(?ve it Ih fair to maintain thatthe State 
AHHoeiatoiiH an? the more natural HHirMni,! 
iKMlicH, for the reiiHoii that the leKlHlative 
iiiifl educational inattern that may alTect 
the deaf are aimoHt altoKether under the 
Jiirlndlctlon of State (jovernnient. 

It folloWH naturally that a State 
AHHot'lntion coinpoHed of citi/.enn of that 
.State haf* more liiMiieiKie with itM law inak 
liiK bodten than an AHHociation, IhoiiKh 
national in itn Hcope, compoHi'd in a Kfeat 
part of persoiiH not cltlzeiiH of the State in 
ijiieHtlon. I woiilil further maintain that 
IIH the deaf citixeiiH of any kIvi'ii State are 
In doner touch with hiicIi actioiiH by the 
State ^ovcnlmellt an may alTect the well- 
beiliK of the deaf In that State, and better 
able to act an einerKeiicleH may arlHc, that 
they lie in no manner hampered or iiiiiit.ed 
by any form of obilK'ilion to any National 
orKanlKallon. If we take thin Rtand, it 
would Heeiii that there wan very littlu for a 
national " Kederatlon" to do exi'ept to have 
meetiiiKH here and there to liu attended by 
ilelcKateH from State AHHocintlonn with a 
view of compiirliiK iioteH and inakinu; help- 
ful HilKKex' !'»■'*' n'ouether with niicIi otherH 
of our brothern and HlHterH wlio miKht winh 
to attend, tliCHe deiexatcH could liave a very

larKe num of money doen not neen to me to 
be apparent. Here In MinueHOta we have 
hud a number of lawH enacted thai are 
advnntaKPouH to the deaf of this State. The 
total coHt of all the correspondence and 
lobbyiiiK we have done in the pant twenty- 
tlvH years would hardly exceed $UK). I 
tliink we can stand for it without the help 
of a National Kndownent l<'und. It has 
been proposed that thiH Fund be placed in 
the handn of a committee of three very 
wIkc and worthy KU»tlemen, one in New 
York, one in Arkausa,s. and one rlKht up 
here in Minnesota. It striken me, however, 
that if some nice xentlenien like Dr. Hell, 
who thinkHHO much of the deaf that he 
winhoil to rexnlate their matrimrtnial af- 
fairs, and apparently prevents any more 
youiiK heariiiK men from niakinm such a 
mistake as he did in marryiiiK a deaf wife, 
should land in this state with a Idll to im- 
prove the breeilinu of the human race a',d 
other animiiis, and IhiM bill should prohibit 
the marriage of tho deaf, we nilKht Jump up 
and down and swiiiK our arms while this 
Kuod committee was Kettin^t a move on It and 
kIvIiik the liill ample time to piiHs. Hut 
what Kood this committee could do u.s, even 
If it K<>t into action in time, ami what use 
could bo mi de of thin Kndownent Fund, I 
do not see. We surely would not try to 
bribe tlie lc«istators. If Hell should come 
alouK hen? with any such Foot, HiLI- I will 
warrant you that thin State Association, 
without the use of money, but with the use 
of reason ami com niun sense, to which we 
are happy to say our leKisI.Tture i,'^ more 
attentive than to the flourish of greenbacks, 
will rout. Hell biiK and baKKUKe, and make 
liim a laUKliiiiK stock. Personally, I should 
like to see him come. He han been here 
twice before with h1« Day Oral School no- 
tions, and twice he? has been routed Hell 
seems to delight in flourishiuK a red tin k at 
the deaf of thin country and InsnltiiiK 
them, althoiiKb his own wife is deaf, and it 
would Heein that he Hhoiild have a little 
con«ideration for her, if he ban not for the 
rcHt of those deprived of tlmir hearlnti. So 
far 118 I'urc Oral instruction is concerned, 
I don't think we have to fear. Dr. Tate 
evidently believes in the combined method 
of iiiHtniclion, and if any one in chnrKe of 
llie Hihool ttl riirlbault gets the Pure Oral 
HuK, we can iisHlst him in extracting it. 

If we are i^oliiK to ralHe a Knnd, I think 
we may an well add the money to our own 
'I'reasury, where It will be instantly avall- 
aiie, as it Ih now, both principal and in- 
terest, to be used ill tlie interest of tiie dejif 
of this Stale, and in the hands of our own 
men who are rinlit here on the Kround and 
CMii be depeniled upon to. net with prompt- 
ness and with JiidKineul in any emerneiuy 
that may arise. If we have a Kund (if 
(•JIKK) or #.'l(ilK) always ■'loaded." ho to say, 
and rcuiij for iiiuiicdiate use, it will bu us 
pfTectlve an the income from »4fl,ilOn ortlin,. 
OlHl. and we pructically have that now 

It would seem that these Ken lenieii who 
are advocatiiiK a National P'ederation with 
ccntrali/.i'd power and a Iniye fund, would 
best serve the interests of the deaf of the 
country if they would devote the Hiime 
energy toward the establishnient and 
strcnutlieninu of .State Associations, Asso- 
ciations in their own Slates for instance, 
and in unIiik the influence of the National 
Association mi such an end that delcKates 
from the ditTerent Slate AsNociations couiil 
meet at National tkinventions and ompiire 
notes. Also in encouraKini; the State .\sso- 
ciationn to acciimiiiaie funds to be used by 
their own orKani/.ations In their own States 
as they mlKht deem best. The ofllcers of 
the National Associalioii might suKKest to 
the State Association of any xlven iStale 
such iiieiiMircs as they deemed wise, and 
ofTer advioe as to the be'st means of accom- 
pliHliment. 

'I'liere in one other matter that has been 
HUKK<''*t('d, and that Is the endowment of 
tiallauib't ('olIcKe. Wliile it was broachtMl 
at the meeting of the tiallaiidet College Al- 
umni Association at WaHhiiiKton, and 
taken up liy that body, it Is a matter that 
should interest the deaf of the whole 
country, for every deaf person in the 
country conies more or less under the in- 
fluence of tlu? ollette. I lielieve this under- 
taking should be inaiiitnrated at once. It 
must, of necessity take years for its accom- 
pIlNliiiientj bill it Ih tilin? to b«Kin. Some 
.'Hl.tKK) rieaf peop'e Hcattered all over tlie 
country can accompllHli n Kreat deal if they 
set about It. 

I hIiouIiI be Kind to nee thene different 
mattem diHCUssed, and the iUinnesota Asso- 
ciation of the Deaf outline the policy its 
FiXecutlve ("nnuniti.'i' ..ii.ill i,iiimii.' ill re-

The report of the Committee on 
BesDJutions, which was accepted, 
nives an excellent snmnmry of the 
work of the (iKiivention and the at- 
titude of the Associtttion on various 
matters, and is ^iven in lull : 



Rksoi.utions. 
licaolvcd, That we, the educatd deaf 
people of the State, do hereby express onr 
satislaction at the enactment of a comiiul- 
sory educational law for the deaf children 
of the State, and that we ur({e upon the 
aiilliorities of ihe .school the stict enforce- 
ment of the law, to the end that no deaf 
child In .Minnesota may grow up in ignor- 
ance through the iudilTereuce or neglect of 
Its lawful guardians. 

Hiniilvvil, That we protest against the 
nontinned Krouping of the School for tlie 
Deaf and tlie School for the Hliiid with the 
penal and ciistoilial institutions of the State, 
anil that wo demand for them the same re- 
cognition and uianagemtifit us the .State 
University and Normal Schools and other 
educational InstitutiouH of the State re- 
ceive, 

/{»'«•, ll'ci/, That we do moat emphati- 
cally resent the action of Dr. A. (J. Hell 
and bin Committee ou Kugenics in placing 
the deaf among the clas.ses whom it is pro- 
posed to bar from matrimonial aiitances; 
that this action is unwarranted by facts; 
tliat it strikes at one of the dearest rights 
of humanity, and tliiit if the question 
I'omes Wfore our State l.egislature. we will 
fight it by all means within our power. 

lieii'ilved. That the Mimiestoa Associa- 
tion of the Deaf ilo hereby place it.self on 
record as fully endorsing tlie proposition 
to form a National Kedeiation of State As- 
sociation of the Deaf ; but that in a gover- 
nient such as that of the United Sljites, 
composed of a union of comnionwealths, 
local orgaiii/,ations can exert the most tn- 
fluence in local atTaIrs ■ and tlierefore, 
whatever plan of fedeeration may be adopt,- 
ed it should Im? so designed as to preserve 
the Integrity and identity of each State 
as.sociatioii, for the reason that tWe State 
As.soclHtion can exert more influence upon 
legislation nnd other matters afTecting the 
deaf within the State, than any organi7.a- 
tlo • controlled by outside intluences. 

ReHolvril, That we most heartily com- 
mend the work of Mr. Warren Holiinson in 
establishing and carrying on a liigli grade 
Industrial Journal for the deaf, and we urge 
upon the deaf people of Minnesota, the im- 
portance of contributing to the supjKirt of 
the said Journal by subscribing for It. 

Hfsolvfil, That we hereby express our 
hearty approbation of all elTorts to improve 
and enlarge tlie scope of the industrial de- 
partment of tlie Minnesota .School for the 
Deaf, and that we urge ujwn the Super- 
intendent the importance of skilled in- 
structors ill that (le|)nrtnieiit, and paying 
them salaries on the same scale as those of 
Instructors in the eiliicational. 

HeHoli'i'iJ, That, whereas the sm»ervi»lon 
of deaf children out of school hours Is a 
most Importjint and reasonable part of 
their training, and li-is so much to do with 
the develoiM'iiient of their character, there 
fore we urge upon tlieSnperiiitcodeiit of the 
school tlie necessity of employing as super- 
visors men and women of character and 
ability, and paying them HalarleR com- 
mensurate with the tni|mrtnnce of their 
work . 

Htmlved, That while the pronosltlon to 
secure a large endowment fu'iui for the Na- 
tional AHsociation of the Deaf has much to 
recommend it, and such a fund ;«vould be of 
iH-nelitin many ways, yet we believe that 
tiie deaf would be lieiieflttml more surely 
and more direi'lly by lH>ndiiig their energies 
t,oward the Hlrengthening and endowing 
of the various .state AHsociationn, as we are 
doing in the case of our own association. 

/{iHol I'cd, That we do hereby renllirm 
our unalterable belief that the "combined 
syntem of Instructing the deaf i« that best 
tilted to secure the greatest amount of liap- 
nlness and iisefuln(?NS to the greatest niim- 
lH>r; that, while we lM>lieve and urge that 
every deal' child should have a fair oppor- 
tunity to learn to speak and read the lips, 
there Is a tendency in some nuarters to 
place an undue ini|Hirtaiice U|ioii this alone 
aiiil to sacrifice to its accomiiiishment 
things of more value to the di'af In after 
life; and that all deaf children should have 
an opportunity to learn the language of the 
hands- signn and finger spelling Inasmuch 
as it is only liy this means that the deaf can 
attain the liighest measure of soi'ial enjoy- 
ment, and receive freely i he great anioiiiit 
of plivasure and instruction to be olilained 
from religious services and public addresaeH 
after leaving school.

which occurred sli mly after the adjourn- 
ment of our biHt convention; and thnt we do 
dei?lare our reverence for the memory of 
that great and good man, who gave hlii life 



to promote the advaucoment of our class, 
and was the best friend that the deaf people 
of MinueHOta ever had.

Sunday services were held by 
Rev. Mr. Salvner. 

In conclusion : In the nei<;hl»or- 
hood of three hundred and tifty 
delegates wcK* pr(>senl, many com- 
injr from nearby Slates. The 
Dakotas, Nebraska, Iowa, Kitnsas, 
.MisscMiri, Illinois, Wisconsin, New 
Mexico, New Ym-k, and ptxssibly 
other Slates, were represented. 
Many of the visitors from oiiiside 
Slates joined the Minnesota As- 
sociation, as it is the privile^-e of 
any one to do, both deaf and hear- 
itij,', if they can jiass muster before 
Ihe Executive Committee. 

This was Ihe laine.sl Convention 
o( the Deaf ever hehl in MinneNola, 
even eelipsiuK the National Con 
venlion of .some years ajfo, and the 
active membership in the Min- 
nesota Associatit^n is now very 
near the 200 mark, and will with- 
out doubt exceed that number 
befoie tho next Convention.

TIk! aflvantages of holding |)ro|a(rty 
aie loo numerous and too idivioiis 
to require elMboration or argument, 
yet most p«'o[de posl|)oiie the begin 
nitiK of the acquisition of a piece of 
pioperty for more favorable time or 
opportunities until their best time 
an<l their greatest opportunities are 
gone It lias been said that " (iod 
is making more people all the time, 
hut he is no* making any more 
land." Willi advaiujed years in- 
evitalile, and the necessity of fii-o 
vidiiig for that tim«« while youth 
eiidiiies a known fact, it beitomes 
the duty of every man an<l woman 
lo look forward and lo aiilieipate 
that future by seem ing a lioiue. 
And it is equally the duly of every 
friend of a <leaf [lerson to urge u|>- 
on him a life of fiugality and sav- 
ing, so that wluMi age comes he ejiii 
stand among the best of men and 
say that at 110 time has he been, 
nor will he he, an objeet of charity. 
The opporliinitieh [»ri-.Henled to a 
deaf peis<m bu' making iiioney are 
limited because of his deafiiims. 
How much nioi'e im|ioitaiit it is, 
therefore, that he hnshand his re- 
sources, and bend every efToft 
t,o the acquisition of a perrfianent 
investment in a home. Aside from 
the sentimental irib-rest ivliich at- 
taches to a home of one's own, are 
practical advantages of vastly more 
consequence. The man who takes 
from his pocket a week's wages 
every mrtnlh, which is about what it 
averages, for the piivilege of oc- 
cupying a h'Hise upon which he (;aii 
have 110 claim beyond the term <if 
his lease, is blind to his own best 
iutermt and to the interest of his 
family. More than this, a mode- 
lale irtvestiiient al this time in a 
jirowiiig (dty, or even in the <!oun 
(ly. will meaii a competence in the 
course of time, (ireat fortunes 
have grown from small beginnings 
iu (his way, and the habil of thrift 
whieh will tie aerjuiied by the one 
with small means who thus invests 
will lie H giiaranlee for life against 
want. — mini I I loon ier.

The Ninetieth School Year 
Begun. 






The fifth season of popular lee- 
lures on Tubercuh^sis has been be- 
gun by the (.'oinmittee on the Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis of the 
Charity Organizaticm Society, 
which has just sent out notices to 
all the chnrches in Manhattan and 
the Bronx, as well as to all the set- 
tlenienls, trade union.s, fra'ernal 
organizations and women's clubs, 
that it is prepatvd again to give 
fi(>e illtislratiye leelnre.s in any one 
of half a dozen l.'inguages to whom- 
ever will guarantiee an audience of 
at least 50 persons. Last year's 
lectures were viveu before 59 
unions, .'>4 churches, clubs and 
lodg(>s but it is proposed to more 
double Uie number this year. Th(> 
Catholic ehiirehes of this city are 
expected this season to lake up the 
subject with their large parishes 
and this alone will mean Ihe plac- 
ing of important facts and con- 
viiKMiig pictures before many 
thousands of New Yorkers The 
aid of woiiK'trs clubs is also to be 
eiilist(>d and that of many large 
fraternal organizations. Renewed 
(^ffotts will be made lo secure the 
continued co-operation of trade 
unions and a strong appe.al is also 
being made to German, Boliemian, 
Italian, Swedish and other foieigners 
lo work with the commitU>e .among 
their oounrrymen in this city. As 
Ihe lecturi's are short and iiii- 
lechnical and are given by doctors 
who contribnie their time to ine 
work and who are .daily treating 
tuberculosis, the coininitlee's lecture 
program offers to all who apply for 
dales an opportunity to hear 
through andialile source, impoitant 
faet^ alioiit consiimplion and how 
it is prevented and cui-ed.

September the eighteenth dawn 
ed bright a I first, but later on 
became cloudy.

After dinner, the pupils ( itlier 
gathered in groups in the sitting- 
room and outside, or pl.iyid ball 
uniil it was time to go in. 

Instead of going up lo chapel, 
Ihe pupils went to their iespeciiyi> 
trade schools. 

In the eveiiinir after snpper many 
a yarn relating to the " good old 
suiiimer lime," was spun by the 
boys. Frank Lux de.scribed his 
trips to liUna Park, and declared 
he " looped the loop" no less than 
twenty times. He said he nev»M' 
knew when he was upside down. 
Fr,iiik Nimmo had his say about 
his pitching for his team in Allen 
dale, where he spends his vacations 
Oiliers also had accounts to give of 
their snaimer doings, aiul there 
were interesting too. These talks 
were kt>pl up until bed-lim(>. 

Tlie next morning the pupils .ill 
went to the trades schools, with th(< 
exception of the smaller lH<ys, who 
were det.ailed to the gymnasium, un- 
der the care of Mr. Rotherham. Tliis 
was done in order to give the 
Uetirews time loairive. Nearly all 
them eame of back promptly, loui 
luindred and twenty pupils l>i>in<r 
present. 

At one o\dock the pupils were 
asset! bled in the chapel, where Prin 
cipal Currier welcomed them back 
to school. As has t>een his wont 
at the end of every long vacalioi , 
he hail smiie words of advice for the 
pupils in recommencing the new 
school year. He said tlial he want 
ed the pupils try to write good lan- 
guage above all; next, arithmetic 
and the other studies. 

He remarked that Prof. Siiinns, 
of the College of the City of New 
Yolk, al 134t.h St., spoke iiiiihly of 
the courteous manner in which the 
deaf children tauirht by this school 
conduct themselves in the slrt^ets 
and in the cars. Prof. Simms held 
up the deaf children here as (>xam- 
pl»>s to his slud*>nt.s ill the Colli»ge, 
and declared that the deaf boys 
were more polite than most boys 
who have all their sen.ses. 

Prin(!tpal Currier .said that when 
he heard what Piof. Simms hiwl to 
say about the pupils here, he felt 
proud of them. But he said that 
if Ihe pupils could excel in man 
ners and courteoiisne.ss, he could 
not see why they could not excel in 
their language, as this woulij give 
him more pride than anything else. 

The cla.ssifieation was then gone 
through, but there were many 
changes. It took about a whole day 
befon* it was done The pupils 
were allowed lo go at four o'clock 
for recreation until five. During 
that lime the boys indulg»>d in 
bas(>ball, handball and old cat. 

Friday morning; the pupils were 
again a.s.seml>led in th«> chapel, and 
were put in the same [ilaces they 
occupied Thursday afternoon when 
they left the chapel. The whole 
morning was spent in chapel until 
dinner time. After dinner they 
went back to the chapel, and re- 
mained there until two o'clock, 
when the classification was com- 
jdeled. The pupils IhtMi went lo 
their respiu'tive trades .schools. 

Satuixlay afternoon a numl>er of 
the boys; under the guidan(;e of 
Frank Lux, hied themselves to the 
.Vmerican League Park, where they 
spent all the aftein(H»n seeing the 
Y.ankees defeat the Delioits in 
the first game, and have the latter 
turn the tables on them in the 
second game. Our fans here are 
eager to have one of the Eastern 
teams win the American League 
ptnnant this year, and whenever 
Chicago meets with a defeat, they 
wax enthusiastic over it.

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Buihiing for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. "The present Church 
is situated on H8th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some Iwenty-five Hset back from the 
line of the street to iterniit Ihe erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the (diurch edificreand be a center 
of religious aiii social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. (iallaudot 
tiojied il III ing his lifetime to see the 
erection of I his building, wliicli 
wotilil have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not [lei- 
milted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth.
